REPORT PRESENTED AT THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING, 
HELD NOVEMBER 26th, 1858. 



The Directors have much pleasure in meeting the Proprietors on this, the 
34th Anniversary of the Society. The source of their satisfaction will be best 
understood by a perusal of the following summary of the transactions of the 
Society during its past financial year, which ended on the 30th June, 1858. 

Within that period 656 New Policies were issued, covering Assurances for 
£314,640, and producing in Annual Premiums the sum of £9,479. 

The Income, which has always been steadily increasing, was raised to 
£176,847 per Annum. 

The sum of £78,746, being the clear surplus of Income, after the payment of 
Claims and expenses of every kind, was added, during the year under review, 
to the Consolidated or Business Fund, which has thus been augmented to 
£1,190,741. That so large a sum should have been laid by in one year, and 
that year the Thibtt-foueth of the Society's existence, will itself afibrd, to 
those conversant with the principles of Life Assurance, the most satisfactory 
evidence of the prosperous and progressive condition of the affairs of the 
Institution. 

To congratulate the Proprietors at these Meetings on the position of the 
OfBce, has happily long been one of the prominent duties of the Directors. 
In doing so on the present occasion, they feel they have, in the foregoing 
figures, suggested the strongest grounds for the hope they entertain that each 
succeeding Anniversary may be marked by a repetition of the same pleasing 
duty. 

The/oUowing are some of the distinctive features of the Society: — 

One half of the Annual Premiums on Policies for the whole of Life may for the first flre years 
remain on credit, and may either continue as a debt on the Policy or be paid off at any time. 

Policies for Teems of Teaes may be effected at Rates peculiarly favourable to Assurers, 

Invalid Lives may be assured at Premiums proportioned to the increased risk. 

Policies participate in the Profits in proportion to the number and amount of the Premiums paid 
between every division. The Books close for the next Bonus on the 30th June, 1861 ; and Persons 
who effect Policies before the 30(A June next will be entitled to one year's additional share of Profits 
over later Assurers. 

Six Bonuses have been declared; at the last, in January, 1857, the sum of £233,479 was added 
to the Policies, producing a Reversionary Bonus averaging 46 per cent., or, varying with the 
different ages, from 31 to 8S per cent., on the Premiums received since June, 1851.— The Cash 
Bonos averaged 27 per cent, on the Premiums received during the same period. The future 
Bonuses may be received in Ccuh, or applied at the option of the Assured in any other way.

From this statement it will be seen that three comparatively small Assurance Companies have merged 
into the Eagle during the year» and that, out of the assets transferred by them as hereinafter mentioned, 
they have together contributed £ 1 18,801. 13*. (id. to the Company's surplus fund. 

The income from new premiums is £15,725. 145. 9d. Last year this amount was £11,900 only. A por- 
tion of the increase, however, arises from the issue of two or three large assurances, some of the risk under 
which it has been necessary to re-insure. 

Deducting the sums to be immediately disbursed, tlie realized assets on the 30th June, 1857, were 
£1,296,313. I3s. iOd. ; and, since the interest received amounts, as above shown, to £57,312. i6s. id.^it follows 
that the Company's funds of that date, productive and unproductive, have been accumulating during the 
year at the rate of £4. 8*. 6d. per cent. 

The total income is £242,828. 7s. 5rf., being £25,375, 10*. lid more than that reported at the last annual 
meeting. The total income would have reached about £290,000, but for the reduction of premiums allowed 
by way of bonus, and for the fitct that only parts of the incomes of the newly-transferred Companies appear 
in this account. 

Tlie claims are less by about £4,300 than they were in the foregoing year, notwithstanding that the 
amount at risk has latterly been much larger than it was some eight months previously. 

The expenses, it will be observed, are somewhat greater than they were; the increase is mainly 
attributable to the needfal enlargement of the Company's staff of employes. 

As regards the financial condition of the Company at the termination of the year, the Dn^ctors will now 
refer to the Balance Sheet, which is as follows: —

The Directors, however, have the satisfaction of reporting that the amalgamation of that office with the 
Eagle has just been completed, and that the addition of Its funds will raise the Company's assets, realized 
and to be realized, to no less a stim than £5,123,643. 4>. 9d., and its surplus fond (subject, of course, to a 
revaluation) to £011,118. Hi. 3d. 



The aunnia income of the Company, arising from these several combinations, is now about ^£369,000, or, 
as nearly as may be, £1,000 per diem. 

Now, of this income, about £80,000 arises ft*om the premiums on non-participating assurances, the 
surpius in respect of which, together with certain otber extraneous sources of profit, is sufficient not only to 
defray all the Company's expenst^s, but to meet the payments accruing to the Proprietors, over and above 
the interest realized by their own capital. 

Hence, the assured of the participatinj? class are placed in as advantageous a position as they can under 
any circumstances fairly expect to be. All their payments to the Company are carefully improved for them 
at a high rate of compound interest, and form a fund subject to no deductions whatever other than those 
ari^ng from the satisfaction of the claims under their own policies.
